was to New York. A generation ago it was 
hardly safe for a man, unattended by pice, to go 
through either region after night fall. Five Points 
8 weli washed from its stains and White Ohapel is 
being washed, and the process has been gradually 
guing on for a score of years. The transforming 
agencies have been, not the police, but the mission- 
aries, and the missionaries have found their chie: 
director in Miss O:tavia Hill, a nobie philanthro- 
pist of large wealth. Sa veral years ago a vote was 
taken in the district as-to opaning a public jibrary. 
The vote was four to one againstit. R cently the 
matter was tries again and the vote stood four to 
one for.

Schools have been estabished, play 
grounds laid cut, swimming baths opened, and the 
free library established. With the reforms inau- 
gurated, the death rate has become nc1 mal, and the 
entire region, save one small section, is perfectly 
transformed. There will soon be little left of 
White Cnapel to remind one of that horrid and 
bratal center of the past but the name, and the 
name itself isso good it ought to be retained, if 
all else goes. 





BE Italians eat less meat than any nation of 
Earope, while they also est lees bread, per 
capita, tnan any other nation. Their consumption 
of meat per annum, per capita, is only 20 45 
pounds, while Spain, the next lowest in the scale, 
consomes 25 pounds; Sweden and Neorwsy,511 10; 
Rassia, 54; Austria, 56; Belgium, 57; Fra ce, 814; 
Germany, 84}, and England 119 1-10, Of grain. per 
capita, the number of bushels consumed annusliy 
are: For Italy,935; Sweden and Norway, 12;

THE sTONEMBNT. 
BY REV. WARREN HATHAWAY, D. D. 

It seems plain enough from the Ohristian oracles 
that the atonemert was for map, not for God; not 
for his government, but for his children; not 
mainly for the remission of punishment, but the 
remissicn cf sins. That Obrist ia a power instead 
of aground of redemption, coming to reconcile 
the sinner—the prodigal to his Father, and not God 
to the sinner. That Jesus came not so much to 
satisfy as to purify; not to liquidate a legal claim, 
but “by his blood to purge the conrcience from 
dead works,’’ to “‘make us clean.’”’ That the great 
work and glory of the Gospel is character building 
and cleansing, for ‘“‘Jesus was manifested to take 
away our sins,”’ bearing them away as the disciple 
becomes pure, OChristlike; and “if we conf°ss our 
sins, he is faithful to forgive us and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.’”’ True, “he was made a 
curse,’’ not as bearing or sharing tne wrath of God, 
who only loved his Son, but as bearing away our 
iniqaities. Did not the prophet exclaim, ‘Behold 
the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of 
the world?” And did not the apostle say that 
““Ohrist was made a curse because he was crucified 
for us, that we might receive the promise of the 
Spirit through faith?’”’ Itseems plain that Jesus 
came not to impute, but toimpart righteousness; 
not to expiate our guilt, but to extirpate, to abolish 
our sins. 


prophets, apostles, and his Son in behalf of these 
expressions, in behalf of his complete and perfect 
machinery! Oh, no; he isnot soanxious about 
law and government, for they are only means! He 
is not so careful about the cradle, the nest, or for 
fear we spoil the nursery buildings or the fixtures 
about our earthly home. But the many nurses 
and teachers and saviors that he bas sent have 
come for or in behalf of his children, his offspring. 
And it is never said, ‘‘Be careful lest you spoil 
some fixture, deface some precept, or derange some 
part of the plan;’’ but it is said, ‘Be careful not to 
injure one of my littleones; for you had better be 
thrown into the sea with a big stone to your neck 
than to harm one of them, the least of them.”’’ 

We have seen that the power of the Gospel—the 
mighty, revolutionary, redeeming, restoring, man- 
making, heaven-ripening force of Ohristianity—is 
love. God’s love revealed in Christ—in Christ cru- 
cified! A love never expressed so fully, so tenderly 
before, or with such cheering, prophetic outlook. 
For though it is but a day or two “‘with the Lord’’ 
since Christ was crucified, and was ‘‘declared to be 
the Son of God with power by his resurrection,’’ 
yet even now this love has belted the earth with a 
zone of Christian light and mercy. Yes, men hear 
in the tongue in which they were born the words 
“humanity” and “divine mercy,’’ the ‘‘brother- 
hood of man,’’ and the ‘‘Fatherhood—the univer- 
sal Fatherhood of the one God, who js over all.” 
And it has already given us an army of saints and 
martyrs of devoted, purified hearts, who, by their 
Ohristlike zeal, together with the promise of the 
Spirit, give the blessed Christian hope of a scon-to- 
be regenerated world, of asweet time to come, 
when instead of sinners there shall be saints; in- 
stead of iniquity there shall be holiness; instead of 
meanness, manliness; when instead of Satan from 
8 dom, we shall have Jesus from Nazareth, nay, 
from heaven, and the golden trumpets shall sound, 
‘““Who is this that is glorious in his apparel, travel- 
ing in the greatness of his strength?’”’ And as the 
answer «mss, “I that speak in righteousness 
mighty to save,’’ ‘‘every knee shall bow in adora- 
tion, and every tongue shall confess with praise to 
the glory of God the Father.”’ And then ‘“‘instead 
of the thorn shall come up the fir tree, and instead 
of the briar shall come up the myrtle tree; and we 
shall go out with joy and be led forth with pesce, 
the mountains and hills breaking forth intosinging 
and all the trees of the field clapping their hands.’’ 
And all this, how plainly, is a moral result by 
moral means; personal love drawing and inspiring 
hearts, until they gladly honor law and justice by 
a free and full obedience. 

But we must notice some passages of Scripture 
and some words, which the advocates of a govern- 
mental atcnement claim as teaching that the 
‘passion of Christ’’ was c fficial, and was directly 
related to legal req 1isitions, his fatal sufferings 
relieving the government of God, so that as chief 
Magistrate his compas:ion and justice are harmon- 
ized, so that he can now, in view of Christ cruci- 
fied, wisely, safely, and justly pardon the sinfal. 

There are some strange things regarding the 
words that are claimed as technically important to 
the legal view when we examine them in the light 
of the Bible instead of the light of the creed. Let 
us look at them. The word ‘‘expiation,’’ though 
in common use in behalf of the common theory, is 
not biblical. Itisa heathen or classic term, and 
implies an offering to the gods to placate, or to ap 
pease their wrath. Now nothing can be more for- 
eign to the character of the God and Father of our 
Lord J 2sue, to the one Supreme Baing revealed by 
the Messiah, than this classic idea of placating by 
suffering; appeasing divine-wrath by offering the 
innocent, or the sufferings of the innocent in place 
of the guilty. This was attempted by Oriental na- 
tions, Moloch and Saturn demanding the purity of 
infancy even to satiate the mighty stomach of their 


I confess I can not conceive of sin abolished, of| disgusting wrath! Some claim that this ‘‘expia- 


law honored, of justice satisfied, save and only by 
personal repentance aud obedience, and in this way 
does Christ both satisfy and honor law; for “him 
hath God exalted to be a Prince and a Savior, for 
to give repentance and forgiveness of rins,’’ 

The mighty plans of God, the wonders of his 
wisdom and law, as seen in the material and spir- 
itual worlds, are revelations of his love, of his 
universal Fatherhood. And he has not sent 


tion” must balorg to Christianity because the idea 
is so universal. Bat was not darknees universal? 
And idolatry? Aud belief in the wrath and vin- 
dictiveness and partiality of God? Is it any 
wonder that Obristianity became tainted with this 
foulness? Oertainly not. But we can not believe 
that these idolatrous and cruel notions came from 
the true God. 

Yet while this word isnot found in the Script- 





ures, still there are brethren who will have it that 
the idea of expiation is biblical. Let us see if we 
can find it under some other form; for if the 
thought exists, it must be presented by language 
we can understand. We will take equivalent ex- 
pressions, using the new version. : 

The word ‘“‘appease’’ occurs twice only, and in 
neither instance is it applied to God. The words 
conciliate, placate, piacular are not Bible expres- 
sions. The word ‘pacify’ or ‘‘pacified’’ is found 
three times, but is not use’ to indicate divine emo- 
tions, or the attitude of God. 

“Satiate’’ occurs three times, but. like the other 
words does not describe the Almighty. The words 
“satis’y,”’ “‘satisfaction,’’etc., are found about sixty 
times in the Bible, yet in no instance are they pred- 
icated of God. Neither he nor his justice are said 
to be “‘satiefied’’ or to “‘receive satisfaction” by any 
gift or offering. 

This may seem strange, and if I am wrong in the 
statement, shall gladly stand corrected. How could 
the inspired writers believe and teach the common 
view of the atonement and yet never use these 
expressions, Expiate, appease, piacular, placate, 
pacify, satiate, substitute, conciliate, satisfy? 

And again, if the prominent idea in the Levitical 
law was expiation, there must then have been the 
offering of suffering, of pain, to win favor; the 
offering of suffering that is justly due to the sinner, 
And yet, inexplicable as this is from the common 
standpoint, there is no reference whatever to this 
suffaring made by the most devout and penitent 
worshiper of the olden time. ‘*Whilein the whole 
Scripture,’ says Dr. Bushnell, ‘‘not the faintest 
intimation is given that anything was made of the 
pains, or of the dying of the animal slain.’’ 

Here let me refer to a strange coincidence, and to 
mea recent discovery, though not altogether an 
original one. As nothing is made of the pains— 
the sufferings of the ‘‘beasts on Jewish altars slain’”’ 
—so in the New Testament the ‘blood of Obrist,”’ 
the ‘death of Christ’’ and “his cross’’ are not set 
before usas the end of saving faith! While all 
Christiane, ancient and modern, believe in Christ 
crucified, or that he was crucified, yet the saving 
faith of the G spel, I repeat, is not, in any instance, 
represented as terminating and resting on his cross, 
his dying, or his blood. There is one seeming ex- 
ception, but its examination must be deferred, lest 
the good HERALD be overburdened with theology.

“The fool bath said in his heart, There is no God.” 
Psa. 14: 1. 


Jt seems to have been the opinion of David that 
if a man was not a “foo),”? he would certainly be- 
lieve in the existence of the true and living God. 
David expressed the opinion of all sensible, level- 
headed men in Christendom at the present day. 
The man who professes to believe that “‘there is no 
God,’’ Knows less than Moses, the great Jewish 
lawgiver, who spent forty days with God on 
Mount Sinai. He knows less than the holy 
prophets, who believed in God and worshiped 
him. He knows less than the wisest kings of 
Israel, who believed in God, trusted in him, and 
bowed before him in worship. He knowsless than 
the holy apostles, who spent three years with God’s 
Son in Judea, three of whom saw him in his glory 
on the mount of transfiguration. He knows less 
than St. Paul, who was “the chief of the apostles,” 
and who was the ripest scholar of his age. He 
knows less than the vast multitude of learned the- 
ologiavs in this country and in Earope. 

Isn’ta man a ‘fool’? who will stand up in vhe 
face of this vast multitude of witnesses, and say, 
“There is no God?’? The man who says, ‘There 
is no God,’’ proclaims his own ignorance. He 
thereby confesses that he knows less than other 
people, snd is one of the last men to set himeelf 
up asateacher. He would display more wisdom 
by sitting at the feet of men who know there is a 
God, and learn of them. If there isa ‘‘fool’’ in 
this country who rejoices in his foolishness and 
shame, it is the man who says, ‘There is no God!” 
The man overestimates himself when he claims to 
know more than the great multitude of wise and 
good men in Ohristendom. His knowledge is 
negative only. He doesn’t know enough to know

THE FUTURE OF THE OHRISTIAN BIBLIOAL

We have a farm and buildings at Stanfordville 
worth about forty thousand dollars, invested funds 
of twenty-two thousand nine hund: ed and seventy- 
five dollars, and personal notes to the value of three 
thousand five hundred dollars, a total of a little 
more than sixty-six thousand dollars. The income 
from the invested fand in 1890 was sixteen hundred 
and twenty-five dollars, and collections and dona- 
tions twelve hundred and fifty-six dollars, a total 
of two thousand eight hundred and eighty-one dol- 
lars. It is easy to see that this income is not 
enough to run such a school. Students pay no 
tuition, the buildings are not rented, but are used 
for the school, and mus3t be kept insured and re- 
paired. .

FOREIGN MISSIONS AND THE RUM TRAFFIO. 
One of the essential things in the prosecution of 


foreign mission-work is the removal of the traffic 
in intoxicating liquors. There is probab‘y no other 
one thing which proves such a stumbling-block to 
mi‘ssionary labors as this. Whenrum with its dey- 
astating influence, physically and morally, is in- 
troduced to an unchr:stian land, from a land called 
Christian, the average heathen is at a loss to dis- 
criminate between rum and Christianity. It isan 
open question with a good many sincere people 
whether a ccuntry is not better off without modern 
Ohristianity, when that Ohristianity means the 
treffic in the unmeasured curse of intoxicating 
l'quors. Traders from a Christian country, paying 
usury to heathen girls in rum until they become 
helplesely drank, and, as soon a3 they recover from 
the dranken stupor, set them to work and earn the 
same wages again, is not an encouraging feature for 
earnest missionary labors. Rum introduced into 
beathen lands is manu‘actured in Christian coun- 
tries, carried by veesels carrying the fi:g of Ohris- 
tian countries, and sold by merchants who are citi- 
zens of Christian governmenis. 


How lorg shall thisthing last? When will God’s 


people cry aloud concerning it, uatil their voices 
aball be heard? Why send the missionary and the 
barrel of rum to Africa? Shall we cease foreign 


mission-work? No, a thousand times no, but Jet 


us work for fore!gn missions by destroying the 
Hquor tre flic. 


Can the church stop ‘this? Yes. the church can 


do all things through Ohrist, her L>ader and King, 
Every effort that perpetuates the liquor treffic in 
any form, whether by word or vote or ir flzerce, 
neutralizes the effort to send the Gospel to foreign 
lands. If the liquor traffic is sustained as legiti- 
mate at home, it will be perpetuated abroad. A 
fearful responsibility for this thing is resting some- 


where, 

It is to be hoped that every enthusiast in foreign 
mission-work is clear. It is certain that no Ohris- 
tian worker is clear who is not doing all he can do 
to utterly destroy the liquor trsffic. It is also 


certain that no one can rightly desire and success- 


fully work for foreign missions who in any way 
countenances the liquor treffix. It has been esti- 
mated that thirteen thousand barrels of whisky go 
to heathen countries with every missionary. The 
p sition of our own country on this question is one 
which can not but bring the blush of shame to 
every citizen that loves righteousness and truth. 
How can Obristian citiz2ns sit at ease conceraing 
this? A man gives a hundred dollars tor foreign 
missions and gives a vote to sustain license which 
perpetuates this outrageous system of damning 
men’s bodies and souls. If it is necessary thata 
woe rest upon the church to arouse it to a sense of 
its duty, it will be well that the woe come soon. 
There is power given to the church to effectually 
put an end to this evil, and until it destroys the 
1 quor tre ffic its ¢fforte in the foreign field are so 
neutralized that it practically amounts to paralysis 
of energy. Lot us hope that era long Onristian 
men and women will see their duty and possibility 
in this direction.

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OUR EUROPEAN LETTER. 
BY G. BR. HAMMOND, PH. D. 

President L. J. Aldrich, with whom we had so 
pleasant a visit at the World’s Conference of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, in Amsterdam, 
Holland, has given you such a fall account of 
London and the conference that we shall pass them 
by in silence. Parmit us, however, to say a few 
words with regard to a school of orphans at 
Nymwegen, Holland. The conterence took an ex- 
cursion to this city of the Dutch and to this school 
of orphans just outside the city. The school was 
started about twenty years ago with two orphans, 
through the efforts of one man who relied, and still 
relies, on’ freewill offerings from the people un- 
asked. There are now in attendance over one 
thousand children, who are being educated, taught 
to work, and, best of all, are under the influence of 
such a Ohristian man as gave the institution birth. 
The children are taught almost all kinds of trades. 
We saw them cooking their food, making their 
own clothes, making shoes, at carpenter and cabinet 
work, building houses of wood and brick, and at 
many other kinds of work. Think of the number 
of buildings necessary for the workshops, the 
dwellings, the school-rooms, the chapel, and yet 
these orphans have built them nearly all. Of 
course, they have skilled workmen as teachers in 
the trades, as they have skilled teachers in the 
school-room. If we saw them in the shop, so we 
saw them in the school room. What an inspira- 
tion it was to see these thousand boys and girls 
taken from poverty and wretchedness, perhaps, and 
given a home in which they could be brought ap 
under Christian influences, given an education, and 
taught to labor! Who knows how many precious 
souts this man is saving froma bitter end? My 
thoughts turned towards my own dear land where 
I know there are thousands of young men and 
women who desire an education but have no means 
to acquire it, If this can be done with children, 
can it not surely with young men and women? 

After the conference closed a few of us took an 
excursion out to theisland of Marken. This island 
is located in the Z1ider Ze, a little way oft from 
the coast of North Holland. It is a small island, 
but its chief interest lies in its inhabitants. Taey 
number about one thousand, and are all natives 
except the doctor and priest. They never leave the 
island, and can all read and write. The women 
have not changed their fashion for the last three 
hundred years. They wear the queerest piece of 
apparel on their heads. It is made of four pieces of 
different colored cloth finely worked by hand. One 
of our party succeeded in buying one for about 
$1 25. Each young girl also wears a curl of hair, 
which she declines to sell at any price. The 
women all work in the hay-fields, take care of the 
children, and do the house-work, while their hus- 
bands are hard at work fishing. The pauts of the 
men look as though they were made of two grain 
bags. We had the privilege of entering into one or 
two of their houses. They are the pattern of 
cleanliness, but they are so queer. One room 
usually constitutes their home. This room is 
thickly decorated with all sorts of pottery on the 
walls. Almost every foot o: spare space has its 
plate, saucar, platter, or some piece of table ware 
fastened to it for decoration. The bed is in a 
cupbard-like recess in the wall, and is closed in by 
curtains. There is another bed of thesame kind in 
the same room for visitors. Oo one house we saw 
this inscription: ‘‘O man, think! after time comes 
eternity.”’” Thousands of people visit this island 
annually to see this queer people. , 

As Amsterdam is the commercial capital of 
Holland, so the Hague is the political and social 
capital. The Hsgue has its palaces, museums, old 
prison fall of instruments of torture, and other 
places of interest. Among its pictures are num- 
bered some of the best of Paul Potter’s, Rem- 
brandt’s, Ruben’s, and Van Dyck’s. Here is where 
the two D3 Witts were imprisoned and afterwards 
torn in p'eces by the ungratefal populace after lead- 
ing the Datch army in victory almost to the very 
door of Eagland. ‘In the old prison are still many 
of the old instruments of torture for prisoners, and 
in early times for the Ohristians. We see the 
thumbecrew, the fingerscrew, the handscrew, the 


footecrew, thew hip , the stretching-rack, 
tbe biock'and ax With hich so many Hives have 





been taken; in fact, so many instruments of torture 
and death that the mind revolts from the narration. 
As I looked upon these terrible instruments, how 
could I help buat return in mind to the days when 
to be known as a Christian meant death by one of 
these instruments of Satan, or recantation. How 
thankfu! we should be that this is not the experi- 
ence of to-day. Odateide the city is the ‘Palace in 
the Woods,” where the Queen Regent and the little 
queen (twelve years old) sometimes visit. Here 
we saw what is said to be the largest room without 
pillars in the world. The ceiling is about one hun- 
dred feet high and richly decorated with gilt and 
marble. 

Scheveningen is the fashionable summer resort of 
Holland, as Brighton is of England, and Saratoge, 
Long Branch, or Newport is of the Uaited States. 
The drive from the Hague to Scheveningen is along 
@ finely shaded avenue for two miles. There isa 
long, sandy beach very pleasant for bathing. For 
a long distance the beach is thickly set with wicker 
seats for shade and rest. Another long distance is 
occupied with wagons fitted for bathing houses. 
As the sailing vessels can not come up to the shore, 
they anchor out a little way, while the sailors carry 
parties to the boat from the shore. A lady would 
be carried by sitting on a board between two 
sailors, who would have the board fastened around 
their necks with ropes. Upon the dike, back from 
the shore, large hotels are built for the accommoda- 
tion of boarders. Scheveningen is a good place to 
observe the costumes of the fishermen. 

Holland is an interesting country. Its land lies 
below the level of the sea, and is everywhere cut 
with canals and dotted with wind-milis to keep out 
the sea.

INDIANA STATE OHRISTIAN OONFERENOE. 

This well organized and useful body held its fif- 
teenth annual session with the church at Portland, 
Ind., on October 21 and 22, 1891. 

J.T. Phillips acted as president and E. A. De- 
Vore as secretary; and besides the various minis- 
ters and delegates representing the churches and 
conferences, there were present a number of vis- 
itors: Rev. Thomas Heston, of Northwestern Ohio 
Conference; Revs. L. D. Brown and J. G. Bishop, 


of the Miami (Ohio) Oonference; Mrs. B. O. Hays, 
agent for Franklinton Ohristian Oollege; Rev. J. 
W. Welch, of M. E. Church; and Rev. Thornton, 
of Friends’ Church, both of Portland. 

The first forenoon sitting was well spent ina 
good social meeting and in appointing committees, 
taking the enrollment, and other preliminary buasi- 
ness. 

In the afternoon many communications were 


read, and the reports of the trustees and of the 
committee to visit Hagerstown were adopted. 

The evening session was devoted to the subject 
of missions, and aftera sermon by Rev. J. G. 
Bishop, Secretary of Missions of the A. O. O., and 
remarks by J. T. Phillips, a collection was taken 
for that purpose. 

Daring the second day a great deal of business 
was transacted, and at times the reports were dis- 
cussed with much enthusiasm, 

The reports of department secretaries and of 
committees were considered on such subjects as 
fraternal relations, missions, publications, educa- 
tion, finance, and received their due share of atten- 
tion. 

The election resulted so as to constitute the Offi- 
cial Board for next year as follows: President, J. 
T. Phillips, Graysville; vice-president, L. J. Al- 
drich, Merom; secretary, E. A. DeVore, Merom; 
treasurer, D. 8. Davenport, Harrisville. Dapart- 
ment secretaries: Education, E. A. DeVore, 
Merom; missions, Mrs. Anna Ooats, Harrisville; 
publishing, D. Powell, Darlington; moral and 
social reform, O. V. Strickland, Argos; Sunday- 
schools, T. L. Stafford, Elwood. ‘Trustees: D. F. 
Spade, Portland, term expires, 1892; A.J. Akers, 
Farmersburg, 1892; W.D. Samuel, North Man- 
chester, 1898; J. B. Hann, Indianapolis, 1898; D. 
O. Ooy, Taylorsville, 1894; John Moss, Beechy- 
mire, 1894, 

By the new rules each conference wholly or 
partly in Indiana should be represented in the 
meetings of this organization by their ordained 
ministers and by one lay delegate from each 
church, and farther, it is the duly of each minister 
and church to pay annually the sum of one dollar 
toward carrying on this conference and its work. 

Some ministers who were absent still showed 
their loyalty and interest in the cause by sending 
up their dollars by letter; these, as well as those 
present who paid their dues, are enrolled in the 
books of the secretary and their names shall be 
preserved in connection with their works. The 
secretary was authorized to notify all delinquent 
ministers, churches, and conferences of their duty 
to this body and to tabulate statistics, etc. Sta- 
tistics from all conferences should be sent to the 
secretary, and the dollars may come to the treag- 
urer or secretary. 

A careful study and practicing of the new rules 
will be of very great benefit to all ministers and 
lay workers of the state. The printed form of or- 
ganization will be forwarded to any applicant for 
six cents in postage stamps. 

At the evening session, after a sermon by J. T. 
Phillips, the unfinished business was completed, 
Mrs. B. O, Hays presented the interests of Frank- 
linton Ohristian Oollege, and a collection was 
taken for it. 

We were delightfully entertained by the young 
church at Portland, and were much encouraged by 
the good work of the yearin completing church 
houses in new places,such as Winchester and 
Huntington; besides, several old churches have 
erected themselves new homes. 

The future year promises tobe one of unusual 
missionary activity in such cities as Anderson, 
Muncie, Logansport, North Marion, etc. 

We who were present all felt the need of a gen- 
eral co-operation of our brethren, and saw truly 
that the door of. great usefulness is open before our 
body. Shall we enterin? Shall we gather the 
ripening harvests, or shall others receive our re- 
ward? Fature meetings of the conference will 
answer.

receive contributions toward the support of the 
place. 

The next place visited was the Hase Dera. It is 
claimed that the first monastery was built on this 
same place by the Emperor Geusho, in A. D. 716. 
The temple now standing was built by direction of 
Prince Yoshimasa, the eighth Ashikaga Shogun, 
in A. D. 1459 The principal object of worsbip is 
the image of the Dai-hi-kwan-ou, that is, “The 
Goddess of Mercy, great in pity and compassion, 
who heareth and answereth the prayers of the 
world.”? The image is thirty feet three inches 
high, and is said to have been made by two Bud- 
dhist godr, Teusho and Karuza, during their incar- 
nation on earth in the persons of two image mak- 
ers, Keibunshi and Keishukupr, according to the 
jaw of Metempsychosis. 

It is claimed that faith in the power of this idol 
to answer prayer is so general that the emperors 
have been in the habit of sending their autographs 
for several generations, and the Shoguns made 
very liberal donations toward the support of the 
army of priests who guard it and pray toit. It is 
kept in an inner room entirely out of sight, and 
every one must pay something to seeit. When 
you desire to enter, a priest precedes you and 
places two lighted candles in lanterns, and raises 
them by means of ropes to the face of the idol, and 
leaves you for silent contemplation. The figure is 
that ofa woman with acrown on her head. In 
her left hand she holds a lorg lotus stalk and in 
her right hand a cluster of plants. Her kimmono 
falls gracefully to her feet, but she does not have 
on the obi or belt; her feet, arms, neck, and breasts 
are bare, and the entire figure is overlaid with 
gold. Like nearly all Buddhist gods, the expres- 
sion of the face is that of contemplation. A candle 
is kept constantly burning in the room, and hun- 
dreds of worshipers visit the shrine every month 
in the year. The priest in charge has so far adopted 
Western nomenclature as to call himself ‘‘Rey. Mr. 
Takahashi,’”’ and the high-priest styles himself 
‘“The Superior ”’ 

The third important shrine in Kamakura is the 
temple Tsurugacka or the temple of Hachiman, 
the god of war. This temple is located on a hill- 
side, and has a long flight of stone steps leading up 
toit. On this flight of stepe on January 27th, A. 
D. 1219, the famous Shogun and warrior, Sanetomo, 
was murdered by the high-priest, Kugio, at nine 
o’clock at night, as he was leaving the temple. So 
even the steps are worshiped. 

The temple contains many relics of feudal times, 
and one is able to form a good idea of the condi- 
tion of the people during the tenth to thirteenth 
centuries. Besides the usual number of priests in

A Visit to Kamakura, 

One of the moat interesting places to visit is the 
viliage of Kamakura. It is now made up of two 
small fishermen’s hamlets, which straggle along 
the seashore, Like all places of its class, it is made 
ap cf one-story houses with thatched roofs, the 
straw on the roofs being from fifieen to thirty 
inches thick, with several hotels, a post and tele- 
graph cffice, and about a milefrom the larger village 
@ railroad station. Three years ago, at the sugges- 
tion of some English travelere, a company of Jap- 
anese built a modern hotel near the seashore, and 
since then many foreigners visit the place and enjoy 
the sea-bathing, which is almost equal to that of 
Oraigville, Mass., as the beach faces the south, and 
the water is comfortably warm. Bat it is not so 
much for its present worth that Kimakura is vis 
ited as for its historic associations and importance. 

From the year A. D. 1192, to about the year 1449, 
K :makura was the capital cf Japan, and is said to 
have had more than one million of a population. 
Abont the year A. D. 1450 the capital was moved to 
Yeddo, and from that time the glory of the old 
capital has faded under the ravages of time, fire, 
and tidal waves, until less than a thousand hcuses 
mark the old place. 

There are here three celebrated shrines, and thou- 
sands of pilgrims visit the place annually. The first 
one visited was the Kamakura No Daibutsu, or the 
Great Buddha of Kamakura. On entering the 
mon or gate my attention was called toa notice 
printed in Chinese and English, of which the fol- 
lowing isa copy: ‘Stranger, whosoever thou art, 
and whatsoever thy creed, when thou enterest this 
sanciuary remen ber that thou treadest upon 
ground hallowed by the worship of ages. This is 
the temple of Buddha, and the gate of the eter- 
nal.”?’ Upon entering, the great image loomed up 
before me about one hundred yards away. I say

APPROACHING DEATH, AND OTHER SHORE 
vo 


The shadow of death silently and stealthily ap- 
proaches the bedside of our loved ones. We often 
see the shadow at a distance, and distinctly mark 
the steps of his advance. Its very face carries a 
warning to u3, speaking in profoundly impressive 
tones. We know of none whose heart is moved 
with love and whose spirit breathes the breath of 
sweet devotion, that does not yield to its warnirg 
signals. 

Strangely, death appears to seek to arm its vic- 
tim and his {friends against himself. He summons 
to the bedside cf the struggling one the hard and 
heart of professional skill, as though he loved tc 
match his hand against most perfect strength. And 
how assiducusly the physician seeks to bar his ap- 
proach along sll avenues. How carefully he 
watches all the symptoms to transform them, if pos- 
sible, into expressions of returning health. Ard 
if he fears that the measure of his own skill is in- 
adequate, he summons others in ccuncil on the 
case. But recently, we saw five strong men, witb 
bowed heads and blanched faces, in council over 
the case of a little maid. Not merely the voices of 
entreaty from human hearts, thcugh aching with 
the pangs of despair, brought them together, but 
the face of the overshadowing foe, whose coming was 
to blight life into death—he summons the host as 
if in fact to mock their weakness by the 
mightier expression of his own strength. 

And by his warning, death summons help from 
heaven. Asthough he disdained to battle pusy 
man alone, he courts the presence of the mighty 
God. Almost as surely as he touches the heart 
strings to open the gateway into the citadel of life, 
does he part the lips in vocal or silent appeals to 
God. From what chamber of death goes not up 
the fervent appeals of faith to the Divine ear? Who 
prays not for his loved ones when he fears that 
without God’s special aid they must go forth into 
the life beyond? Uabelief is damb in the presence 
of death, or its lips of speech part in pleading tones 
of prayer. 

But death in its approach does more. It opens 
the crystal tear founts. Never are cheeks fairer 
than when bedewed with tears; never are the eyes 
more angelic than when moistened by the dews 
exhaled from a broken heart. No matter how low 
the fountain of one’s tears, they overflow when 
death casts its shadow before. Tears are the rich- 
est pearls of human nature. They are too precious 

. to crown any inferior form of life, Oommingling 


in the chalice of sorrow, they become the most ac: 





ceptable offering to God—not in that they speak 
woe, but that they voice the tenderness and sweet 
fellowsbip of eubmission in broken hearts. 

Death lifts the heart of man to the h’gher realm 
of sympathy. He who is human has tears to shei 
in the presence of grief. Then he bows the head 
in pity, extends the band in tender aid, and 
breathes the spirit of sympathy from his deepest 
heart. Sorrow brings the world into a companion- 
ship almost as beautiful and sweet es that of kin- 
ship. And nothing so dignifies human nature as 
this expression of sympathy. It is as God in the 
heart struggling toward a wounded fe low with the 
open hand of bcuntecus help. How radiant the 
face when aglow with sympathy! How beauti- 
fully it proclaims the oneness cf God’s family in 
the earth, and how surely it epeaks of man’s im- 
mortal destiny and his natural kinship with God! 
If sorrow only, will bring men into the sacred 
companionship of sympatby, then he would have 
a@ crael power who could bar sorrow from the 
world’s homes. 

D eth opens angel gateways toward earth. That 
they open heavenwsrd toward other worlds, we 
entertain no doubt. Norcan we dubt that they 
open earthward, since the blessed Master of the 
angel host himself ceme down to a world groaning 
under its burdens of sorrow. If the Divine heart 
was touched into such infinite expressions of pity 
by the sight and plea of sorrow, surely that angelic 
companionship, whose highest ambition is found in 
Divine imitation, would yearn to be sent out as 
ministrants of mercy to the heart of woe. 

Indeed, heaven’s gates toward earth are ever 
open—they are never closed, and c!ose within them 
stand angel messengers with extended pinions, 
ready and waiting to be sent forth to mivister to 
earth sorrow. And if in no other way they may 
soothe the scrrow or the broken heart, God may 
commission the m to kiss the weary life awsy from 
palsied lips and bear the spirit homeward to tke 
Fathei’s bosom, Heaven has an interest in earthly 
sorrow, deeper and grander than man can express, 
and the barriers of ten thousard Pyrenees could 
not bar angelic approach to the heart burdened 
with dying grief. 

Nor does death in its approach fail to open win- 
dows into heaven. Some may not see the open 
gateways worldward, but he of little faith can see 
the open windows heavenward. It is so eary to be- 
lieve in the upward flight of the freed spirit, and it 
is so natural to fo. low that fl ght homeward, ss did 
‘he apostles from Olivet their returning Lord. A 
look into heaven from the bedside of death, lalf 
reconciles to the going forth of the idols of our own 
hearts. In deepest love for them we wouldn't 
keep them back from their native joys. 

Oh, what a service does death if he but simply 
opens windows into heaven! How soothing the 
vision to the heart of sorrow! How beautifully 
blend earth and heaven under such asky! Earth 
has no fuch observatory as the bedside of the dying. 

Earth has no such teleecope for vision heayenward 
as the tear-dimmed eye, alight with faith, above a 
heart of sorrow. 

And does not death proclaim blissfal reunton of 
departed loved ones? Is it reasons ble that the hands 
should cling to receding forms until they are amid 
stream, if there be no shore for their feet beyond? 
or ‘s it consistent, if there ba ashore beyond, that 
our hands should reach out from this shore and 
that no hands should reach out from that shore? 
Does not our undying and iatensifying love for our 
departing friends proclaim in m st emphatic terms 
that they live on and that we are to follow them to 
their land of life? No reunion here is possible for 
broken homes, but the shores lighted with the un- 
quenchable fires of immortality embower in trees 
of life our Father’s house, and into it the family 
may gather in blissful reunion. 

As we stood but recently by an open casket, em- 
bracing in downy arms the fairest of jewels, we 
felt that voices of consolation came back from the 
thither shore to broken, bleeding hearts. ‘She is 
not dead, but like the angels of God in heaven,”’ 
was the sweet voice that seemed to float from the 
lips of Jesus; while apostolic breath wafted the 
inspiring words, ‘‘Thos® that sleep in Jesus will 
God bring with him.’’ Instinctively we gazed 


heavenward, while the departed mother seemed to 


say in soothing strains, ‘‘Olara is with me, enfolded 
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again in my arms of love;” and the darling one, 
only in the flesh casketed before us, seemed to 
speak with lips we could not see, “lt is well with 
me on this golden shore.”’ Ah, yes, it is well with 
our loved ones gone just a littie before us, and soon, 
very 800n, we will share their companionship again.

Ata recent Baptist session of churches in Fall 
River, about the following was said: ‘If there is 
any use for having the Baptist fieg at all, there is 
reason for :unning it up where all the people may 
seeit. . . . If there is any reason for our being 
Baptists, there is reason for being proud of it. 
Make your young people intelligent Baptists and 
you spoil them for being bigots. A great many 
people are ‘stack fasi’ in the faith rather than stead- 
fast to the faith.’’ 

This is good sense, every word of it. If the first 
if be granted, every Baptist should be proud of it. 

Let us change Baptist to Ohristian and read: If 
there is any reason for having a Christian Ohurch 
we should be proud of it. We should keep our 
flag where all can see it, and make our young peo- 
ple intelligent in the reason. 

O! course, this means keep our reasons for being 
an organization before the people. Be proud of it; 
be enthustastic for it. Only while the fire burns in 
our souls are we of use in religion orin politics. 
When the fire dulls down we are backsliders to our 
profession. All wedo, whilein this cold condi- 
tion, is done strictly (or nearly a0) on the principle 
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of so much for so much. And quite likely we 
may have “the headache” or “the backache” or 
some other ache (half imaginary), as the reason for 
being so careful of our health. And then the Sun- 
days are so hot or 80 cold; the roads are so dusty, 
or so muddy, or so drifted. It isso hard to get up 
a sermon—better get it down. Donot feel like 
writing it, and donot care enough about an un- 
written sermon to keep the mind to it while speak- 
ing. But when we glory in oar position, in our 
organization, ‘‘Dacember is as pleasant as May.”’ 

Yes, if we have reason for our organization be 
proud of it, defend it; raise the flag high and rally 
around it; sing our own hymns, if they have the 
right fireinthem. Be ashamed to get sect hymn- 
bocks for our ccngregations! Yes,;for shame! 
What, to preach one way and sing another way! 
Is it sensible to throw cold water ona glowing 
fire of truth?

The singing ceased. All was over. The sweet 
little soul was now “‘safe in the arms of Jesus.”’

She was buried from the Mission Ohapel. Her 
coffin was strewed with wild flowers, the offerings 
of her little associates in the Janior Society; while 
in her hands was a bouquet of white rosebuds, the 
gift of the workman who had so unintentionally 
been the means of her death. 

The tragic fate of the child fell heavily upon the 
bereaved parents, but the sad circumstance was 
blessed of God unto their acceptation of the same 
faith which had so wonderfully sustained their 
little daughter. 

I have related this incident as an encouragement 
to the Endeavor workers in the mission schools of 
our great cities to persevere in sowing the seed that 
at so early an age may find congenial soil; yielding 
both flower and fruit under circumstances that 
would be dark, indeed, if not occasionally bright- 
ened by glimpses of that light in which angelic 
hosts are dwelling.

"Easily the children worked, filling their baskets, 
when at last, full freighted, they started for home, 
Just then little Dot spied a heap of shavings which 
the wind had swept up against one of the corner 
projections of the block.

Above her head, on a scaffolding, two men were 
at work, and one of them who had just lighted his 
pipes, carelessly tossed the burning match to the 
ground.

Naturally, she sped 
along the street to gain her home, until overtaken 
by the man whose criminal carelessness bad caused 
the disaster. He dried to remove the clothing from 
the little flame-enveloped form, terribly burning 
his hands in the attempt; while an expressman 
who happened to be passing seized his blanket and 
at length smothered the flames the workman in 
vain sought to extinguish. 

Bat the fire had done its fatal work. Orisped, 
and in torture from the smarting pain, nothing 
could be done for the little sufferer but to secure 
such temporary relief as was possible. 

An alarm was sounded for the city ambulance, 
and the child was taken with all possible haste to 
the hospital. Kind hearts awaited the little sufferer 
there. Tenderly she was placed upon a cot, and all 
that the hospital staff could do, with the aid of 
science and skill, was done. But to save her life 


was impossible. 
An opiate was administered, avd under its in- 


fluence she fell asleep. All the night she lay un- 
conscious; and when the next morning she showed 
signs of returning consciousnese, the little face was 
swollen so terribly that she was unable to open her 
eyes. The light of this world had fied from them 
forever. 

As the sun arose and sent his beams through 
the adjacent window upon the blackened face, how- 
ever, the seared lips moved and distinctly said:
